Such remarks are” 


typical of the player. 

Always a battler, 
Robbie is a fighter with 
an insatiable appetite 
for hard work 

But before Ironside 
criticises himself, let us 
point a few things out. 

ONE — Ironside, 
who originally was a 
centre-back, was signed 
by Sydney Olympic 
from New Zealand as a 
DEFENDER by former 
coach, Eddie Thomson. 

TWO — Ironside has 
played in every posi- 
tion, but centre-back, 
and was even fielded as 
a centre forward to help 
Sydney Olympic and 
never complained. 

Even worse for the 
player, two seasons 
back, when fellow Kiwi 
and team-mate, goal- 
keeper Clint Gosling, 
was injured against Mel- 
bourne Croatia, Robbie 
was the first to yolun- 
teer to go between the 
posts. 

He grabbed the 
gloves for Olympic as 


Gosling was stretchered * 


off the pitch. 
THREE — the bulky 
New Zealander, 


although a defender for 
years before coming to 
Olympic, has scored 
most valuable goals 


every year, that are 
not expected of 
him. 


FOUR — Ironside is 
the last player to ever 
complain about injuries. 


In fact, the past few 
weeks he has been play- 
ing with a thigh injury, 
yet keeps pushing him- 
self into battle. 

FIVE — he is one of 
the few Sydney Olympic 
players that gets very 
upset if the team loses. 


With Ironside, you 
cannot get near him as 
he is boiling hot with 
anger at a needless loss. 

His controlled aggres- 
sion and unyielding 
team spirit have gone 
too long unrecognised 
and unrewarded. 

Have some forgotten 
already that it was Iron- 
side who scored the 
second goal for Sydney 
Olympic in last season's 
historic grand final from 
a corner at the Parra- 
matta Stadium? 

That Ironside goal 
ripped the heart out of 
Marconi and completely 
destroyed all hopes the 
defending champions 
may have had of making 
a comeback for the title. 

An even greater ex- 
ample of Ironside’s 
character and fighting 
qualities was highlight- 
ed two years ago in 
Auckland. 

Although Australia 
had thrashed New Zea- 
land in Sydney 4-1 in the 
first leg of a World Cup 
qualifier, the Kiwis 
shocked the Socceroos 
by outwitting them in 
the return bout. 

It was this Kiwi vic- 
tory which destroyed 
Frank Arok’s Socceroos’ 
World Cup hopes. 

It was not Israel’s 1-1 
draw at the Sydney 
Football Stadium, but 
Robbie Ironside’s 
magnificent effort in 
Auckland that killed off 
Australia’s chances. 

Last night at the 
Melita Stadium, it was 
the same again. 

There was the giant, 
mobile midfielder mak- 
ing crashing runs up the 
middle with Melita play- 
ers bouncing off his 
powerful body. 

One minute you'd see 
Ironside’s hulky frame 
in Melita’s box looking 
to knock into the target 
anything loose that 
came his way, and the 
next minute he’s down

OCEANIA LACKS CLOUT 


FIFA delegate, New 
r4 


admit- 
ted the winner of the 
Oceania zone faces 
huge odds against 
making the 1994 
World Cup soccer 
finals in the US. 

Reports last week in- 
itially suggested the 
Oceania winner would 
play off with the third 
placed North and Cen- 
tral American zone 
nation for a place in the 
finals, 


Indications of a rosy 
path, compared with the 
last two finals’ qual- 
ifying routes, have in- 
stead been turned into a 
rocky uphill road. 


The winner of 
Oceania now has to play 
the CONCACAF run- 
ner-up with the victor of 
that match playing the 
fourth-placed South 
American nation for en- 
try to the finals. 

Dempsey, Oceania’s 
delegate to the world 
body, says Oceania does 
not have enough on — 
or off-field — influence 
to get a better deal. 

“Oceania does not 
have the clout or onfield 
performances to war- 
rant direct entry 6r an 
easier path,” he says. 

Dempsey said he felt 
for the Australians be- 
cause of the progress 
they have made in re- 
cent years. 

“Tt must be frustrat- 


ing for them, but once 
you take out Australia 
as No.1 and New Zea- 
land as No.2 there is not 
much left in the Oceania 
zone,” he said. 

“As it stands it is 
traumatic, like in the 
past when New Zealand 
had to play games to 
make the final (1982).” 


Oceania may have 
gained a route through 
Asia had that zone 
shown sufficient im- 
provement to gain a 
third place. 

“They haven't shown 
as much improvement 
as the Africans, leaving 
them with the status quo 
of two places,’ 
Dempsey said. 

“That put Oceania 
out on limb. 

“We need more than 
just New Zealand to 
consistently challenge 
Australia; we need the 
other six to do it as 
well,” he said. 

“That position has 
not been realised 
here.” 

Oceania has been 
given approximately 
$850,000 to develop soc- 
cer in the area, parti- 
cularly the Pacific 
islands. 

“There is no point in 
kidding ourselves,” 
Dempsey added. 

“Simply put, the re- 
sults have to go on the 
board if we are to have 
something of substance 
to argue our case.”

THERE is a new date for next year’s international between 


Australia and England. 


The one-off match 
will now be played on 
Saturday night, June 1, 
and not on June 2 in 
the afternoon as pre- 
viously planned. 

And the Sydney 
,Football Stadium is the 
official venue, with the 
ASF hopeful of a sell- 
out crowd of 40,000- 
plus: 

Properly promoted, 
there is no reason why 
the magnificent sta- 
dium should not be 
packed to the rafters, 
provided England 
manager Graham 
Taylor selects some of 
his better-known 
players. 

The English tour 
will also take in 
Malaysia and, of 
course, New Zealand, 

England’s rare visit 
to this part of the 
world is to officially 
celebrate the 100th 
anniversary of the New 
Zealand Football 
Association, and they 
will play two in- 
ternationals against 
the All Whites. 

While on the subject 
of the Kiwis, they want 
to restore the Trans- 
Tasman series, last 
held in November 
1988, when Australia 
won both games. 

The Australian Soc- 
cer Federation is keen 
to have the series 
staged on May 8 and 
12 as warm-up games 
for the England match. 

New Zealand also 
wants to use the Trans- 
Tasman Cup as a 
build-up for their tests 
against England, so 
the home-and-away 
competition appears 
certain to go ahead. 

The ASF also 
announced last week 
they had accepted 
South Korea’s invita- 
tion to compete in the 
prestigious President's 
Cup next June. 

Although Australia 
will not have to qualify 
for the 1994 World 
Cup finals via Asia, 
that is splendid news. 

The President’s Cup 
always attracts a good 
international field 
from every continent. 

Australia competed 
in 1987 and reached 
the final, only to lose 
in a penalty shoot-out 
to the host nation, 
South Korea. 

Playing in such a 
tough competition, 
with a game almost ev- 
ery second day, un- 
doubtedly paved the 
way for Frank Arok’s 
Socceroos’ excellent 
results in the following 
12 months. 

Australia went on to 
qualify for the Seoul 
Olympics, where they 
reached the quarter-fi- 
nals after eliminating 
Yugoslavia and Niger- 
ia, only to be ousted by 
eventual gold medal- 
lists, the Soviet Union. 


Players like Colombia’s Escobar (above) and 

Alvarez (below) should be amongst the Soc- 

ceroos’ opponents if we are serious about. 
our World Cup chances in 1994, 


Let's hope that next 
year's President's Cup 
also serves as a laun- 
ching pad for Eddie 
Thomson's Socceroos 
though, of course, this 
time Australia will be 
represented by different 
teams at the Olympics 
and the World Cup. 

With games also’ 
scheduled against 
Czechoslovakia early 
next year, the Soccer- 
oos will truly come 
out of hibernation in 
1991. 

The ASF, however, 
will have to start plan- 
ning soon for 1992. 

That is the vital year 
before the World Cup 
qualifiers. 

As the national 
associations of all self- 
respecting FIFA mem- 
ber countries plan well 
ahead, up to two years 
in most cases, now is 
the time for the ASF to 
line up the South and 
Central American 
opponents the Soccer- 
oos must face in 1992. 

Since FIFA decided 
Australia. must qualify 
for the USA through 
Central, North and 
South America, these 


are the teams the Au- 
ssies must compete 
against in the pre- 
World Cup qualifying 
year. 

The ASF could 
cither organise a June- 
July 1992 tour of Cen- 
tral and South Amer- 
ica or invite, say, Mex- 
ico or Chile for a series 
of games in Australia. 

Not to do so would 
annul the benefits of 
next year’s healthy, 
but not all that re- 
levant, Socceroo prog-

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Gary Bratten responds How soccer reached 
to McKendry’s urging

LEN McKendry can 
be credited with 
spotting more 
than his share of 
‘aw talent in his 
time but even the 
Heidelberg coach 
himself must be 
sitting back and re- 
flecting with some 
special pride on his 
decision to pluck 
utility man Gary 
Bratten from the 
relative obscurity 
of the Victorian 
State League. 

Already Bratten has 
left a considerable 
mark on the NSL, 
particularly in Victoria 
where he is fast earn- 
ing the tag of best new 
NSL player this 
season. 

Team-mate and four 
NSL club veteran Les 
Carter goes as far as to 
rate Bratten the top 
newcomer of the year. 

‘Yet there was little 
to suggest that Brat- 
ten, who is equally at 
home in defence, mid- 
field or, as the case 
had been at State 
League Caulfield City, 
up front, was ever 
going to be an NSL 
success. 

After a none-too- 
star-studded career 
with Hull City, Scun- 
thorpe, Lincoln City, 
Cambridge United, 
Halifax Town and in 
non-league English 
football, the Hull-born 
29 year-old finally got 
his chance to join old 
mates Andy O’Dell 
and Phil Stubbins in 
Melbourne, courtesy 
of Caulfield. 

In his ten-odd State 
League games hemap- 
peared an average 
player in an average 
side. 

McKendry thought 
differently and out- 
jumped Melbourne 
Croatia to the signa- 
ture of the solidly-built 
all-rounder. 

“T was thrilled to get 
the chance to join 
Heidelberg,” Bratten 
told ASW. 

“Td played Docker- 
ty Cup for Caulfield 
against Melbourne 
Croatia and they 
showed a bit of interest 
at the time so I thought 
I might go there. 

“But Heidelberg 
signed me first.” 

Bratten, who’d 
spent much of his 
footballing career in 
the engine-room, 
admits to having a few 
reservations about 
moving to Olympic 
Village to play a defen- 
sive role. 

‘But if it meant 
being in the team, then 
I was grateful to get a 
place,” he reflected. 

Bratten kept his 
place at the back but

When Slifkas drop- 
ped out of the side 
with injury, Bratten 
moved up from sup- 
port performer into a 
starring role. 

He hasn’t looked 
back to the extent that 
in recent weeks Brat- 
ten has out-gunned the 
fiery Stubbins with his 
contributions. 

“It’s nice to hear the 
compliments,’’ he 
says. 


“But I’m still adjus- | 


ting because it’s such a 
different game here (in 
the NSL) compared to 
England or even in the 
State League.

MELBOURNE’s 
five National 
League teams and 
soccer in general 
were given a much 
needed shot in the 
arm recently with 
the emergence of 
commercial radio 
Station 3AK's “Su- 
per Soccer Sunday 
Show”. 

The show, which 
broadcasts Mel- 
bourne’s match of the 
day live each week, 
has grown from 
strength to strength 
since first going to air 
on October 21. 

The live broadcast is 
complemented by a re- 
view show late on Sun- 
day evenings that gives 
full details of the 
weekend’s matches, 
invites a guest 
personality on the 
show, and also gives 
listeners a chance to 
air their opinions on a 
talk-back segment. 

The review show has 
proved so popular with 
soccer fans, it has been 
extended by a delight- 
ed 3AK management 
by an extra half-hour 
from its original one- 
hour time slot. 

The commentary 
team, headed by 
ASW’s Greg Blake, is 
backed up by well 
credentialled player/ 
coach Sebastian Italia, 
former Socceroo and 
Thomastown coach, 
Kenny Murphy, plus 
Sun Herald soccer 
journalist Peter 
Desira. 

ASW spoke to De- 
sira recently about 
how the concept was 
first created, and on all 
the aspects of the show 
to its present day suc- 
cess story. 

“The initiative to 
begin the show was 
basically from Italia 
and Blaké who ap- 
proached 3AK separ- 
ately. I was then 
approached by both of 
them for help on ways 
the show could be 
funded”, said Desira. 

“Tt was all confiden- 
tial from both parties 
until I decided it was 
pointless them both 
working against each 
other, so in the end I 
approached them and 
said we should make it 
a joint effort and try 
and get the idea going. 

“We then ap- 
proached 3AK man- 
agement with a pack- 
age deal of a preview 
show and a review 
show, which they were 
Tesponsive to, but 
when the idea of a live 
broadcast was put for- 
ward it was knocked 
on the head due to the 
expense entailed. 

“We then ap- 
proached the NSL for 
their backing and they

promised us their sup- 
port as long as we 
could get a live broad- 
cast. 

“So we then went 
back to 3AK to re- 
negotiate, and after a 
fair amount of hag- 
gling we finally got 
them to agree to a live 
broadcast”. 

With negotiations 
still to be finalised, 
money was needed to 
keep the show alive, so 
in stepped former 
Juventus president, 
Joe Mirabella, a 
staunch supporter in 
the progress of soccer 
who lent his financial 
muscle by sponsoring 
the show and tying in 
the loose ends. 

“Joe Mirabella has 
been crucial in keeping 
the show ticking over 
while the negotiations 
have been going on, 
and he has been a big 
factor in us staying on 
air,” explained a grate- 
ful Desira. 

With the wheels in 
motion for the first live 
broadcast the task was 
set to find a special 
comments man. Ex- 
perience and a good 
knowledge of the game 
were the main criteria, 
thus adding a touch of 
professionalism to the 
show, 

Kenny Murphy was 
one of a number of 
names bandied around 
for the spot, and when 
approached for the 
position, he was more 
than happy to fill the 
role. 

With Murphy on 
board, the Preston vs 
Heidelberg clash set 
the scene for the open- 
ing broadcast and 
nerves were frayed. 

“In a way it was a 
huge burden placed~ 
upon us as we had 
stuck our necks out 
and we did not want to 
fail at the first hurdle”, 
explained Desira. 


“Not knowing the 
response to our first 
broadcast, we were all 
given a great boost la- 
ter that evening on the 
review show, when the 
phone lines for the 
talk-back started flow- 
ing immediately. 

“Since then, the 
whole team and that. 
includes the stringers, 
have gained in confi- 
dence every week. 


“The man who has 
put the gloss on the 
show with his colourful 
commentary has been 
anchorman Greg 
Blake. 


“Blake risked his 
already well estab- 
lished radio ties to 
head the team, and 
Desira is full of praise 
for the effort and risk 
he has taken. 

“Without Blake the 
show would not have 
gone ahead as he had 
the experience in radio 
which was needed. 


“We had the initial 
burden of trying to 
convince him to leave 
his radio show and go 
into the unknown. 

“It was a bit wor- 
tying from my point of 
view that, if we had 
failed, I would have 
destroyed his ties with 
tadio, so it's a credit to 
Greg that he believed 
in the concept of what 
we are doing”. 


The show’s success 
with the general soccer 
public has caught the

Simple tastes can be fun

Injuries 


The dark spectre of 
serious injury waits 
patiently in the shadows 
during most sporting 
events.

head. 

After the game I 
looked into the room 
where ‘Davo’ was still 
laying, flat on the 
stretcher that took him 
from the field.

T always felt, looking 
at the Olympic team 
against Apia on the 
Sunday night, that there 
were too many young 
inexperienced players 
spread throughout it. 

Plataniotis, Sorras, 
Cardoza and Bennett 
gave Olympic and light- 
weight look. 

Scott Ollerenshaw 
was not even on the 


bench. 

One happens to know 
that Ollerenshaw is well 
motivated to try to win 
his place back in the 

side. 

Mick Hickman has a 
problem there. 

Scott is fit and well 
motivated but not play- 
ing well. 

That requires the 
coach to ponder why 
and come up with a 
selection. 

It is important that a 
team’s best players play 
well. 

They are the ones 
that make the differ- 
ence. 

Ollerenshaw is one of 
Olympic’s best. 


Two top coaches last 
week voted him to be in 
the current national 
squad. 


If Scott, at 21, fit and 
a full international, is 
not a better prospect at 
this time than inexperi- 
enced teenagers Sorras 
and Cardoza, then 
something is very awry. 

However, who am I 
to tell others their busi- 
ness, without all the be- 
hind the scenes facts at 
Olympic and even more 
so down there in Mel- 
bourne? 

Suffice that one was 
able to witness two ex- 
citing, all-action Natio- 
nal League games on 
one weekend. 


Experience 

To mingle with well 
behaved, brightly dres- 
sed families in the Meli- 
ta grandstand and to sit 
next to a knowledgable 
Greek in the grandstand 
at St George Stadium 
was a good experience. 

The Greek supporter 
had been following 
Olympic for EVERY 
game since 1958.

“But I get through 
two packets in the game 
when I come to watch 
Olympic.” 

The Olympic style is 
full of hustle and hurry 
and can be exciting and 
frustrating to watch. 

Tt is almost the com- 
plete opposite of the 
slower, accurate, mea- 
sured style of Marconi. 

Marconi coach Berti 
Mariani is a thinker and 
his team plays that way. 

One imagines that 
Mick Hickman is in- 
tense and a committed 
person — his team plays 
that way. 

Although, in theory, 
coaches should pick 
teams and team styles 
based on the types of 
players available, they 
rarely do. 

They pick teams 
based on their own 
personal preference. 

Thus John Fleming 
bought players and 
sought a style at Wol- 
longong Macedonia 

on his preference 
and which he was fami- 
lia with and most expert 
at developing. 

In the short term of 
just some 12 weeks, this 
clashed with the method 
and players already em- 

dat Macedonia in 
the 1990 NSW State 
League. 
Now previous coach, 
Casey de Bruin, has re- 
versed the procedure 
and this is the change 
which all at Macedonia 
hope will bring National 
League survival. 

IT do not know that it 
was a good thing for 
Casey, when he took 
over, to criticise John 
Fleming for his prefer- 
red choice of playing 
style or players.
